Spreckels Grabs at 
the People's Money. 


District Attorney Langdon asks the San Francisco Board of 


Supervisors to appropriate' $120,000 for the use of the Spreckels 
private prosecution. This presages a demand on the public treas- 
ury at some future time by Rudolph Spreckels for the money he and 
his associates have spent or will allege they have spent financing 
the graft crusade. It is evidence that the Spreckels leg is beginning 
to chafe and wince under the stren lous pulling of Francis J. Heney 
and William J. Burns. This pair of professional crusaders for civic 
righteousness are expensive luxuries, but Spreckels must ha\e them 
in his bus:ness if his plan of using the courts to serve his private 
ends is to succeed. 


Langdon's demand that such a large sum from the public treas- 


ury to be placed at the disposal of Spreckels explains the eagerness 
of Sprecke's and Phelan to control the Board of Supervisors. They 
want to get their money back whether they succeed or fail in grati- 
fying their revenges. They desire to saddle the expense of Burns 
and his noble band of spies, informers and trained witnesses on the 


• taxpayers. 


In his communication to the Supervisors, Langdon asks that 


"$120.000 be set aside to be drawn upon by the District Attorney in 
accordance with subdivision 2 of section 4307 of the Political Code." 
This section of the code reads as follows: 


"The traveling and other personal expenses of the District At- 


torney incurred in criminal cases arising in the county, and in civil 
actions and proceedings in which the county is interested, and all 
other expenses necessarily incurred by him in the detection of crime 
and the prosecution of criminal cases and in civil actions and pro- 
ceedings and all other matters in which the county is interested." 


The usual course of procedure is for the District Attorney to 


render an itemized statement, verified under oath, of any personal 
or other necessary expenditures he has incurred in the proper 
transaction of the business of his ofiice and have the Board of Super- 
visors order payment and appropriate the necessary amount. If 
there is net sufficient money in the fund from which such expense 
is ordinariiy defrayed, the appropriation is made from the general 
fund. 
But not until the expense has been previously incurred or 


specially a-ithorized. 


Langdon's demand on the Supervisors for, an enormous sum to 


be expended at the whim and discretion of his masters, and for 
whatever purpose they may elect, is not only extraordinary and 
unusual, but sets a vicious precedent fraught with the gravest evils. 
Langdon is notoriously controlled and directed by private influences 
exercising similar control of the judges of two criminal depart- 
ments of the Superior .Court. These judges have the power to audit 
and order paid out of a special fund set aside for the use of the Dis- 
trict Attorney any claim of expense presented by that individual. 


It would be easy to fasten the whole Spreckels corps of special 


attorneys, private detectives, immunity witnesses and literary 
claquers on the public treasury, making the money of the taxpayers 
pay for prostituting the judicial machinery, corrupting the adminis- 
tration of law, debauching public opinion and defaming the higher 
tribunals of the State. With one hand on the criminal courts and 
the District Attorney's office Rudolph Spreckels is reaching the 
other into the public treasury. At any other time this impudent and 
preposterous demand of Langdon would be hooted down as a shame- 
less attempt to loot the taxpayers, but it seems that all things are 
possible in San Francisco.

All the family aave Olga., who was 
braver even than her brother Lazarus, 
lay on th& floor of their wrecked home, 
feigning death. Olga, one of the hero- 
ines of the massacre, her throat red 
from the grasp of one fiend who had 
tried to strangle her. 
"To the wine shop!" cried the men 
as they rushed forth to spend the little 
family hoard with which Olga had 
ransomed her life.

Olga, who was released following 


the conclusion of tha police that she 
was not connected with the Shlppy af- 
fair told the whole terrible story of 
that carnival of blood.

These 
families 


prefer the high school 
American democratic training for their 
v-oung sons and daughters. But they 
must choose for them at the outset of 
the high school career. -If the puptls 
belong to the - fraternities It is hard on 
them.

There 
are absolutely no sororities, no clubs 
of any kind In either the Kansome or 
Horton schools. 
.President Wheeler 


has a great record as a reformer—If 
hfr could abolish the snobbishness In 
tto hi«h school and re»tor« the old 


simple child life the public school dual- ' 
Ity whicli is ao necessary in a nation 
which acknowledges no class distinc- 
tions, he would receive the unbounded 
gratitude of hundred* of families. And 
he would 
make 
thousands of little 


child hearts happier. Let the children 
grow up together In a sweet childlike 
fashion—studying their lessons as did 
their elders before tham—playing to- 
gether in child ways, without money 
measurements—just 'ifrank and friend- 
ly and sincere as is the way of chil- 
dren. 
It Is meant for them to be
